A pro- 
posal’ recently added to 
the Senate’s budget by

Property records: To get documents related to property, 
homeowners can contact the title company, escrow 
company or bank that handled the purchase of their home 


or other property. 


Taxpayers who made home 


improvements can get in touch with the contractors who 
did.the work and ask for statements to verify the work 
and cost. They can also get written descriptions from

For inherited property, taxpayers can check court 
records for probate values. If a trust or estate existed, 
taxpayers can contact the attorney who handled the trust.

Minority Leader Tarr (R- 
Gloucester). “We need to 
study the issue, under- 
stand it better, and focus 
on making sure we have 
police departments that 
are sufficiently staffed 
with qualified and diverse 
officers — this commis- 
sion will advance these 
goals.” 

Tarr secured a unani- 
mous vote of Senate mem- 
bers for his proposal, 
Police Officer Recruit- 
ment and Retention. Stu- 
dy, which draws, for the 
first time in a commission 
of this type, an array of 
experts appointed by the

sion.. The Commission al-

There is always some 
sort of activity going on at 
Davis Square outside of 
the retail realm. This area 
embraces the surrounding 
community by offering 
such events as the Season- 
al Farmer’s Market. 

Offered every Wednes- 
day afternoon from May 
to November, the Farm- 
er’s Market features fresh, 
local produce, as well as 
locally made foods and 
crafts. 

On weekends, there are 
street performances and 
different art exhibits to 
enjoy as you explore the 
neighborhood. 

When planning a visit to 
Davis Square, keep in 
mind there are several 
modes of transportation 
you can take. 

To drive, it is a short 45 
minute drive, and there 
are several public parking 
lots, but they are on the

is available, but limited. 

Taking public transpor- 
tation is highly recom- 
mended, as the Red Line 
can drop you off right in 
the heart of Davis Square.

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Visit Delaware for a slice of US history

Thomas Jefferson once 
nicknamed Delaware as 
“The Diamond State” be- 
cause it was the jewel of 
the Eastern Seaboard. Just 
seven hours from the Mer- 
rimack Valley, discover De- 
laware’s beauty for your- 
self and visit the coast of 
this underappreciated “small 
wonder.” 

Delaware is just under 
2,000 square miles, but 
packs in plenty of nature 
and history. At the bottom 
of the Delaware Bay sits 
Cape Henlopen State Park, 
north of Rehoboth Beach 
and Lewes. For thousands 
of years, this forest and 
duneland was home to Na- 
tive Americans, until it was 
seized by William Penn in 
the 1600s. 

The park offers a wide 
variety of flora and fauna 
amid a unique sandy eco- 


system. In addition, a fish- 
ing pier stretches into the 
Delaware Bay; peek over 
the edge from May to June 
to observe the largest spawn- 
ing area in the world for 
horseshoe crabs — thou- 
sands of these curious 
creatures make their sum- 
mer home on the shores to 
lay their eggs. 

Visit the park’s nature 
center and touch tank to 
meet. native animals up 
close and personal and 
learn more about the land- 
scape, then venture out to 
the Point to catch a glimpse 
of seals and dolphins. 


The strategic location of . 


the park made it an ideal 
place for the US to set up a 
defense site in World War 
II. Fort Miles was construc- 
ted in the dunes, housing 
2,000 troops, to keep watch 
over the Atlantic as the 
country anticipated a Ger- 
man attack by sea and to 
protect critical industrial 
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cities to the north, includ- 
ing Wilmington and Phila- 
delphia. 

An iconic site along the 
shore is the fort’s 11 fire 
control towers. These pe- 
culiar concrete structures 
stand between 40 and 90 
feet tall, and despite a 
speedy construction have 
survived the test of time. 
Most towers are closed for 
preservation but some re- 
main open for visitors to 
experience. 

Narrow rectangular look- 
out windows at the top of 
the towers face the ocean - 
imagine the nights spent 
by young servicemen scan- 
ning the horizon for Ger- 
man U-boats. History buffs 
will enjoy touring Fort 
Miles and learning about 
this piece of World War II 
history. 

There are plenty of ways 
to get around the park, 
but one of the best ways to 
travel the area is on a bi- 


cycle. Bring your own, or 
borrow a bike for free on a 
first-come, first-serve ba- 
sis from the park’s friends 
group. Bike paths loop the 
park and link together sites 
and ecosystems, making 
it easy to cover a lot of 
ground efficiently. 

Cape Henlopen offers a 
variety of water sports 
and beach activities. In ad- 
dition to fishing and boat- 


ing, visitors enjoy paddle- 


boarding, kayaking, and 
sailing. A swimming beach 
is guarded in the summer 
and provides fun for beach- 
goers of all ages. This hid- 
den gem of the mid-Atlan- 
tic is a destination for sun- 
seeking travelers to soak 
up history and nature.

Be aware, respectful 
of cyclists on the road 


To the editor, 

My name is Joey Schi- 
fano, and I've been a resi- 
dent of Tewksbury for the 
past 11 years. For the past 
eight years, I have been a 
runner in town. I general- 
ly have felt safe walking 
and running in the past, 
but recently I was verbal- 
ly harassed and felt fear- 
ful for my life. 

On May 20, I went for a 
50 mile bike ride up tow- 
ards Newburyport and 
back. Unprovoked, a man 
in a truck on East Street 
slowed down and someone 
in the passenger seat yel- 
' Jed at the top of their lungs 
"Get your [expletive] out 
of the road." Then, the two 
men in the truck sped past 
"rolling coal." 

On my way back from 
Newburyport, I went down 
Shawsheen Street towards 
Market Basket. Since there 
is some construction going 
on, I had to overtake the 
middle of the lane. As cars 
started to pass me, one 
particular person haras- 
sed me again yelling "Move 
to the sidewalk, [expletive]." 

Although being covered 
in uncombusted diesel or 
feeling attacked for riding 
my bike is undesirable, 
what is more fearful is that 
residents are not being 
safe around bikes. Scream- 
ing out the window, espe- 
cially when passing, takes 
eyes off the road. Delib- 
erately "rolling coal" is un- 
safe and blinding. Next to 
a 4,000-8,000 lb. piece of 
metal moving at 30 mph is 
my 19 lb. bike going 15 mph. 

As you may know, the 
marginalization of cyclists 
is not new. In fact, most 
motorists believe that bi- 
cycles should not be al- 
lowed on the road, which 
is unfair and quite frankly 
— illegal. To refamiliarize 
yourself with Massachu- 
setts state law, cyclists are 
allowed to take a whole 
lane of traffic, but "[cy- 
clists] may keep to the 


right when passing a mo- 
tor vehicle which is mov- 
ing in the travel lane of 
the way" (MGL c.85 § 11B). 

As a runner and a cyclist 
in town for the summer, I 
am passionate about this 
issue. It is very important 
that drivers understand 
how to safely drive around 
bicycles. Many drivers in 
Tewksbury, I fear, do not 
know of these laws and 
need to become aware of 
the potential dangers. Some 
things I would like to get 
the word out about: 

e Drivers should give at 
least three feet of space at 
all times to cyclists 

e Cyclists may be ex- 
posed to harsh road condi- 
tions (bumps in the road) 

¢ Drivers should wait pa- 
tiently behind a cyclist 
before passing 

« Drivers should not 
speed up too fast near cy- 
clists (especially in diesel 
trucks) 

e Passing fast can create 
cross winds for a cyclist 

e Yelling at cyclists can 
cause crashes 

e Cyclists cannot safely 
operate on sidewalks (i.e. 
people walking dogs, peo- 
ple with strollers, etc. ) 

e Drivers must yield to 
cyclists taking left turns 
when appropriate 

e Drivers must be careful 
when opening their door 

Some things that could 
easily change the culture 
of riding with cyclists: 

e Painting on the roads: 
“May Use Full Lane,” “Slow 
when Passing” 

e Future integration of 
bike lanes with dividers 

e Education by reaching 
out to nearby driving 
schools 

I hope residents will be- 
come more aware of this 
issue and change our road- 
way culture to help create 
a safer space for cyclists 
on the road.

The school had closed 
two years earlier, but 50 
years ago, on June 3 or 4, 
1972, a youngster broke 
into the town. offices 
housed in the old Mildred 
Rogers School at Silver 
Lake. He had a wonderful 
time all by himself. 

He found a supply of 
paint in the room used 
for Playskool. A can of 
blue paint and a paint 
brush proved to be a won- 
derful toy. The brush 
seemed to have been held 
at arm’s length while the 
“artist” spun around in 
the Playskool room. He 
got some of the paint as 
high as the clock, about 

nine feet from the floor. 

In the Planning Board 
office, the paint was 
black. It didn’t get as high 
on the walls, but more of 
it was spread around. 

And in the Recreation 
Department office, ah, 
there were big plans for 
that room. The young- 
ster lugged in a five-gal- 
lon bucket of paint. A lot 
could be accomplished 
with all that paint. 


However, try as he could, 
he could not open that 
bucket. He rolled it around. 
He pried at it. He kicked 
it. The bucket was some- 
what misshapen but still 
intact when he gave up. 

So instead, he went for 
the first aid kit, carefully 
spreading that around. 
Then he went for the 
electric typewriter. 

“T was here.” he typed. 
But he forgot to sign it. 

But he did leave a sig- 
nature, of sorts. There 
were sneaker prints with 
black paint on the floor, 
size 7-1/2 or 8. The artist 
was never caught. 

Cleaned up, the build- 
ing continued in service. 
One month later, there 
was an episode of a dif- 
ferent sort. 

On July 11, Ken Miller at- 
tended a Planning Board 
meeting there. A civil en- 
gineer, he frequently had 
business before the Plan- 
ning Board. 

On that hot evening, 
though, Ken and a couple 
of others found them- 
selves sitting in the meet- 
ing room awaiting the 
return of the board. The 


members had gone to a 
Board of Appeals hearing 
in the old library. 

Ken decided it would be 
a good time to go for a 
swim. After all, the town 
beach was immediately 
behind the school, and 
the cool waters of Silver 
Lake beckoned. Fortu- 
nately he was wearing 
swim trunks beneath his 
street clothes. 

While he was enjoying 
his swim, someone else 
in the meeting picked up 


_his clothes and brought 


them into the meeting 
room. 

Emerging from the wa- 
ter to discover that his 
clothes were missing, 
Ken had a few frantic. 
moments before he fig- 
ured that it was the work 
of a prankster. He looked 
into the meeting room 
and, sure enough, there 
on the meeting table were 
his shirt and pants. The 
Planning Board members 
had not yet returned. 

He was still wearing his 
trunks, but modesty pre- 
vailed — or was it em- 
barrassment? He stood 
on the other side of: the 


door, signaling through 
the window to those in 
the room, please return 
my clothes. 

Finally local builder 
Fred Jackson took pity on 
Ken. No one else would. 

The school, adjacent to 
the town beach at Silver 
Lake, had closed as a 
school two years earlier. 
Built in 1935, it was 
named for its first princi- 
pal, Mildred H. Rogers, 
who had perished in the 
Coconut Grove fire in 
Boston in 1942. The build- 
ing served as offices for 
some town boards for 
about 10 years. 

In 1981, it was leased to 
The Spotlighters, a local 
theater group. A fire on 
Nov. 20, 1982 destroyed 
much of the group’s equip- 
ment and costumes, but 
did not heavily damage 
the building. The fire 
was determined to be 
arson, as it had been set 
in two separate locations. 

The Spotlighters had 
hoped to turn the build- 
ing into a performing 
arts center. However, in 
June 1984, the building 
was demolished.

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students move 
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on to ‘next stage’ of life

BILLERICA — Shaw- 
sheen Valley Regional Vo- 
cational Technical High 
School had its graduation 
ceremony for the Class of 
2022 this Thursday, June 
2. Graduates come to the 
school from the towns of 
Tewksbury, Wilmington, 
Bedford, Billerica, and 
Burlington. 

The ceremony took place 
on .the school’s football 
field, on an overcast even- 
ing. Families were seated 
on the left and right sides 
of the ceremony, on the 
track and in the bleachers. 
There was even a designat- 
ed photo area for families 
to take pictures of their 
students as they walked 
the stage. 

The 318 graduates walked 
onto the field in their pur- 
ple graduation gowns and 
white stoles around 6 p.m., 
to the cheers of their fam- 
ily, friends, administrators 
and teachers. 

The first speaker of the 
night was the President of 
the National Honors Socie- 
ty, Tewksbury resident Ga- 
briella Ortiz; who gave the 
ceremonial opening. 

The Pledge of Allegiance 
was recited by Student 
Council | Representative 
and Burlington resident 
Jade Kim, with the nation- 
al anthem sung acapella 
by the Shawsheen Music 
Club. 

Superintendent-Director 
Dr. Bradford L. Jackson 
was introduced by Billerica 
graduate and Student Rep- 
resentative to the School 
Committee Tayla Tildsley, 
and Jackson welcomed and 
addressed the graduates 
and their families. 

Tildsley described the 
personality and career of 
the superintendent in her 
introduction. 

“He became a guiding 
light through the uncharted 
storm of COVID-19’s ever 
changing procedures and 
protocols, stepping up when 
the tough decisions needed 
to be made.” 

She also talked about 
Jackson’s comforting lead- 
ership through the tragic 


loss of the beloved coach 
Mark Donovan, with one of 
the coach’s last wishes be- 
ing to ride through Shaw- 
sheen Tech one more time, 
and Jackson immediately 
got to work authorizing a 
half-day so alumni, stu- 
dents, faculty and staff 
could line the way where 
the funeral procession would 
travel. 

Jackson then took the 
stage, first noting that he 
lives by one rule when it 
comes to speeches, to keep 
them short. He challenged 
the graduates with one last 
math problem, which resul- 
ted in the number it cost tax- 
payers to put them through 
school (that number was 
$30,537,903). He reminded 
the graduating class to re- 
member and show grati- 
tude to those who support- 
ed them along the way, in- 
cluding taxpayers, faculty, 
administration, and family. 

To close his remarks, he 
said, “now I can hear my 
wife reminding me that 
I’ve already spoken too 
long, so in closing to the 
Class of 2022, I can only 
say, well done. We will miss 
you, we love you, congratu- 
lations on all your remark- 
able accomplishments.” 

Ronald Fusco, as the 
Chairman of the District 
School Committee, intro- 
duced the committee and 
gave the Recognition of 
Achievement to the gradu- 
ates. 

“Class of 2022, your high 
school experience has been 
unlike any other. You atten- 
ded class in person, with a 
mask and remotely. They 
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were denied many of high 
school’s usual rites of pas- 
sage and social and extra- 
curricular activities. But 
through it all, you perse- 
vered, you became strong- 
er. And it is my wish that 
you use that strength and 
perseverance as you con- 
tinue on life’s journey. 

Salutatorian Kevin Ste- 
vens, Wilmington Resident, 
then gave his Salutatory 
Address. 

Principal Jessica Cook 
introduced him while list- 
ing his accomplishments 
and involvements, such as 
a SkillsUSA district gold 
medalist and state bronze 
medalist in electrical con- 
struction wiring, his aims 
to become an Eagle Scout, 
his 3.97 GPA, his confidence, 
responsibility, and caring 
nature, and his plans to at- 
tend UMass Amherst as an 
Engineering Major. 
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In his remarks, Stevens 
stated, “as you move for- 
ward to the next stage in 
this game called life, try to 
remember who you are. 
Most people get caught up 
in moving up the ranks at 
work, or stressing about 
doing well in college, but 
the most important thing 
to remember is to be your- 
self, be the best you can be, 
but also maybe try not to 
forget about us.” 

Valedictorian Russell 
MacMillan, Tewksbury re- 
sident, spoke to the gradu- 
ates in the Valedictorian’s 
Address. 

Principal Cook described 
MacMilian as_ brilliant, 
humble and kind, and talk- 
ed about his SkillsUSA 
state gold medals earned 
in junior and senior year in 
Computer Programming, 
and how he will be compet- 
ing for the second time 
against other gold medal- 
ists in the upcoming na- 
tional competition. MacMil- 
lan’s plans are to attend 
UMass Lowell where he will 
major in Computer Science. 

In MacMilan’s remarks, 
he stated: 

“Pursuing one’s interests 
and passions is arguably 
one of the best ways to live 
a fulfilling life. Having a 
passion gives you the drive 
necessary to go above and 
beyond, doing things that 
you wouldn’t probably do 
if you didn’t care for it. 
Passion is energy, feel the 
power that comes from fo- 
cusing on what excites 
you. As such, you should 
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follow what you truly en- 
joy... [hope everyone finds 
their passions and lives a 
successful and fulfilling 
life.” 

Class President Kasey 
McFadden gave the Fare- 
well Address. 

Principal Cook described 
McFadden as dedicated, 
enthusiastic, motivated, 
and committed to the com- 
munity through her stu- 
dent involvement, such as 
a member of the National 
Honors Society, President 
of the Teen Dating Vio- 
lence Awareness Club, and 
a three-season athlete in- 
cluding captain of the 
swim team. McFadden plans 
to attend Coastal Carolina 
University to major in 
Nursing. 

In her Farewell Address, 
McFadden remarked: 

“I can think of one person 
who would have been espe- 
cially proud to see her 
(Tayla Tildsley) accom- 
plish this (Shawsheen’s 
first ever female wrestler 
and female all state cham- 
pion): Coach Mark Dono- 
van, or Dunny as we all 
knew him. I’m sure many 
of you were greeted by 
some of the staff on our last 
day of school outside of the 
cafeteria entrance. All of 
the staff were wearing gear 
to honor coach Dunny as he 
used to greet the seniors on 
their last day of school 
every year. Our school will 
never be the same without 
Dunny here, but we will 
always continue his legacy 
at Shawsheen.”

MIDDLESEX EAST - Stoneham officials and state high- 
way planners a quarter century ago first began eyeing a po- 
tential makeover of the southern gateway into Stoneham via 


Route 28 by the Hall Memorial Pool complex. 


And thanks to some intense lobbying on the part of Stone- 
ham Town Administrator Dennis Sheehan and various mem- 
bers of the community’s legislative delegation, some big 
changes may finally be coming in the next few years as state 
transportation officials eye the potential construction of a 
new $4.2 million roundabout by the four-way intersection of 


Route 28, North Border Road, and South Street. 


Though the roundabout concept floated by Mass Depart- 
ment of Transportation (MassDOT) officials earlier this 
spring was listed as just one of several options being eyed 
for intersection, the unique alternative has recently become 
a favored traffic-calming solution employed at similar trou- 


ble-spots across the state. 


For example, in neighboring Melrose, a similar round- 
about installation was chosen to safely process motorists 
and pedestrians through the tricky three-way intersection of 


Howard and Green Street by Franklin and Main Streets. 


“The $4.2 million estimate does not include any right-of- 
way acquisition costs [that may be required for the proj- 
ect],” MassDOT representative Greg Frazier explained 
during a virtual public hearing this spring. “We anticipate 
the design will be completed in 2024 and once scheduled, 


construction will take a couple of seasons].” 


Stoneham’s town administrator and area residents and 
merchants, who in recent months were asked to provide 
feedback on three potential designs for Route 28/North Bor- 
der Road/South Street, expect to hear back from MassDOT 
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MOVING IN CIRCLES - One proposed traffic solution in Stoneham would reduce Route 28 to one 


lane in each direction 


through the intersection. South Street (westbound, entering the round- 


about) would have two lanes on the approach - one for right-turns, one for through- and left- 
turns. People walking and biking would use a shared use path around the outside of the 
roundabout. Also being considered are a High-Impact Signal and a Low-Impact Signal.

Ingram named Interim Athletic Director

WILMINGTON - For 
about as long as he could 
remember, being an 
Athletic Director and in 
particular being an 
Athletic Director at his 
alma mater, Wilmington 
High School, had been 
what Dennis Ingram had 
considered to be «his 
dream job. 

On Tuesday afternoon, 
that dream came true for 
Ingram, when Wilmington 
Superintendent of 
Schools, Dr. Glenn Brand 
summoned Ingram to. his 
office and informed that 
he had been named 
Wilmington High’s 
Interim Director of 
Athletics for the 2022-23 
school year. 

When current Athletic 
Director Mia Muzio 
announced her decision to 
resign from her position 
to take over as the AD in 
the Lynnfield Public 
Schools system, Brand 
made the decision to fill 
the position with an inter- 
im candidate to serve 
through the 2022-23 school 
year. In his statement 
released on Tuesday, he 
said he felt that it was too 
late to eonduct a full 
search before the summer 
and that it was best to 
pursue internal candi- 
dates within the school 
district in order to provide 
continuity for the student- 
athletes and coaches of 
Wilmington High. 

Brand added that, “the 
position will be reevaluat- 
ed in the early winter to 
determine the best way to 
move forward in a perma- 
nent capacity.” 

Ingram, who graduated 
from Wilmington High in 
1999, and has been the 
Boys Varsity Basketball 
coach since 2017, as well 
as the Boys Junior Varsity 
Soecer coach since 2008, 
is a career long educator 
and is currently a 
coal db. Pes, oeate Gank cheats Siac 
Education/Health teacher 
at the West Intermediate 
School here in 
Wilmington, was chosen 
over two other strong can- 
didates who were inter- 
viewed for the position, 
while a total of four peo- 
ple applied. 

On Tuesday afternoon, 
when Ingram visited with 
Dr. Brand, and was told 
that he had been selected 
to take over his dream 
job, even in what is cur- 
rently an interim role, it 
was a moment he will 


never forget. 

“It was a pretty surreal 
moment, and it was an 
extremely exciting 
moment for me,” Ingram 
said. “You spend part of 
your life, like the past ten 
or twelve years hoping 
that this would happen, 
and at times it seemed so 
far away, but here we 
are.” 

Ingram was chosen over 
an internal field which 
included Muzio’s 
Administrative Assistant 
Jonathan Amico and 
Brian Caira, a former 
WHS athlete and is the 
current assistant princi- 
pal at the Wilmington 
Middle School. He was 
also one of the three final- 
ists back when the job 
opened up in 2020. A 
fourth inhouse candidate 
applied but was never 
interviewed. 

In his statement, Brand 
and the search committee 
decided that it was 
Ingram who would best fit 
the role for Wilmington. 
Ingram’s resume includes 
a Master’s degree in 
Athletic Administration 
(M.Ed.) from Van Loan 
School at Endicott 
College, and a Bachelor’s 
degree in Sociology from 
Excelsior College in 
Albany, NY. In addition, 
Ingram is a Certified 
Athletic Administrator 
(C.A.A.) recognized by 
the National 
Interscholastic Athletic 
Association, and a 
Certified Interscholastic 
Coach recognized by the 
National Federation of 
State High School 
Association (NFHS). 

Ingram has also been 
the Director for the 
Wilmington Public 
Schools-Wildcat Summer 
Sports Clinics since 2009 
and has coached basket- 
ball at the high school 
level for 20 years, having 
coached in Medford and 
Somerville before taking 
over at Wilmington High 
in 2017. 

Ingram is also a mem- 
ber of the Wilmington 
High Hall of Fame, having 
been inducted as an ath- 
lete in 2012 after a being a 
three-sport athlete for the 
Wildcats and then being 
inducted in 2016 as part of 
the 1998 state finalist Boys 
Soccer team. 

But resume aside, now 
comes the tough part for 
Ingram, in actually final- 
ly getting to perform his 
dream job and perform it 
well. As Muzio, or any 
Athletic Director will tell 


you, it is a job filled with 
challenges, but Ingram is 
looking forward to that 
challenge and to bringing 
his ideas to the position, 
while also carrying on the 
tradition set by those who 
came before him. 

“I feel like I have always 


played the ‘what if? game’ 


of what I would do if I 
were the Athletic Director, 
so that is something I am 
very excited about,” 
Ingram said. “But I also 
feel like there are so 
many great things that 
Mia has done over the 
past couple of years that 
will continue moving for- 
ward.” 

When Ingram officially 
takes over the position on 
July 1, he will become the 
seventh AD in school his- 
tory, following Larry 
Cushing, James Martin, 
Jim Gillis, Ed Harrison, 
Tim Alberts, Harrison 
again on a one-year inter- 
im basis and then of 
course Muzio for the past 
two years. Ingram is hop- 
ing to take the lessons and 
support he has received 
from his predecessors into 
his new role. 

“Mia has been extremely 
supportive, and I also 
have a great relationship 
with (Alberts and 
Harrison), so I feel like 
that has helped me out a 
lot, and I think it will con- 
tinue to help me in this 
role,” Ingram said. “I talk 
to Mia a lot anyway, 
between doing the sum- 
mer programs and every- 
thing else. She already 
has a transition folder 
ready to go for me and 
she has been so support- 
ive of me. I think she is 
excited to hand off that 
folder to me and I am 
excited to kind of hit the 
ground running.” 

Being an_ Athletic 
Director at any school 
would have been a dream 
come true for Ingram. 
But doing so_ at 
Wilmington High makes it 
all the more special for 
Ingram, who takes great 
pride in calling himself a 
Wilmington High alum, as 
well as a Wilmington resi- 
dent. 

“Absolutely that makes 
it even more special,” 
Ingram said. “There is 
only one place you call 
home and only one place 
you are from. Ten years 
ago, this was my dream, 
but I didn’t know how it 
would happen. I am just 
So appreciative of all the 
people who have helped 
me over the years.”

The first thing Ingram 
did upon hearing the news 
of course was to call his 
wife Amy and share the 
news with her. If anybody 
understood just how much 
the job meant to Ingram, 
it was Amy, who has been 
a constant source of sup- 
port for Ingram through- 
out his career as a coach. 

“I called her and of 
course she was very excit- 
ed as well,” Ingram said. 
“When we first met, I had 
told her that this was one 
of my aspirations and she 
has always been so sup- 
portive, so it was great to 
share that with her.” 

While the position is 
interim at the moment, 
Ingram is looking forward 
to bringing some stability 
to the position. 

While there have been 
seven Athletic Directors 
in Wilmington history, 
there were just three from 
1949 to 2016, but Ingram 


now becomes the fourth in 
six years for the Wildcats. 
With his local ties, 
Ingram is hoping to be 
here for the long haul, if 
the administration will 
have him. 

“That is definitely my 
hope, and I think that is 
part of what made me an 
attractive candidate,” 
Ingram said. “I hope to 
be here for a long time. I 
am going to work hard 
every day to prove that I 
am the right choice for 
the job when the time 
comes to fill the position 
permanently.” 

Ingram is hoping to 
bring the same passion to 
his new position that he 
has always brought to his 
coaching career. During 
his career as_ the 
Wilmington . High Boys 
Basketball coach, Ingram 
has compiled a record of 
29-68, with three state 
tournament bids, includ- 


ing this past season’s trip 
to the Division 2 statewide 
tournament. 

Regardless of his team’s 
record, year in and year 
out, Ingram has always 
prided himself on building 
relationships with his 
players and supporting 
them in any way he can. 
He is hoping to carry that 
tradition into his new role 
as well. 

“Wilmington has_ so 
much to offer and I love 
being a part of that,” 
Ingram said. “The way I 
feel about the kids I 
coach, I see myself 
extending that, not only to 
the student athletes at 
Wilmington High, but to 
the entire student body.

Margaret has always 
been, and still is an ath- 
lete. Besides track-and- 
field, she was a pretty 
impressive basketball 
player, during her days at 


‘Wilmington. After high 


school and college, she 
has remained active, and 
today is an avid skier (not 
stopping anytime soon, 
she says) and also com- 
petes in a bowling league. 
She added that she watch- 
es a lot of sports on televi- 
sion, never misses a 
Track-and-Field Olympic 
Event and goes as far as 
being a critic of the hand- 
offs during the relay 
events. 

If you ask her, track-and- 
field was and will always 
remain her No. 1 favorite 
sport. 

“I for one loved track. I 
just always looked for- 
ward to it.

Margaret had great suc- 
cess on the track, which 
included being the Team 
MVP as a junior and a 
senior. In 1981, she had a 
season to remember. At 
the state relay meet, she 
was part of the first place 
long jump team along 
with Heidi Wiberg and 
April Smallidge with a 
combined mark of 42 feet, 
which broke a_ school 
record. She was also a 
part of the school record 
shuttle hurdle team along 
with Smallidge, Stephanie 
Briggs and Tricia 
McGinley as they came in 
at 69.1 seconds. At the 
same meet, she was also a 
part of the fourth place 
4x110 relay race along 
with three Hall of Famers, 
Wiberg, Ann Ryan and 
Karen Rowe. 

Later on that season, 
Wilmington had its final 
regular season meet at 
Tewksbury. In that meet, 
the Wildcats came away 
with the win, giving the 
team the MVC Division 1 
League Championship 
title. Mooney had a spec- 
tacular day. She broke the 
hurdles record and also 
finished first in the meet 
in the long jump at 16- 
11.50, breaking the short- 
lived previous mark set by 
Wiberg of 16-100.75, bro- 
ken two years before. 

Since then, several peo- 
ple have come close to 
that mark but no one 
matched or passed it. The 
following year, Lucy Iocco 
jumped 16-09.50 and then 
in 2001, Heather Dorothy 
had a mark of 16-03. The 
three of them had the top 
three marks in school his- 
tory until Kulis, at the 
Middlesex League 
Championship Meet, had 
jumps of 16-11.50, 17-3 and 
17-3.50, the last jump now 
No. 1 in the record books. 
Ever since Kulis realized

that she was in striking 
distance of this record, all 
she cared about was 
improving each day and 
each meet. She knew that 
she couldn't leap ahead 
five meets to get the 
record. Mooney said she 
applied the same thinking 
back when she competed. 

“I recall working very 
hard at track for personal 
best (times and jumps). It 
wasn’t about beating oth- 
ers. For me, it was about 
doing my personal best, 
and I have lived by that 
every day of my life, espe- 
cially in encouraging oth- 
ers, whether it be my kids 
and their friends includ- 
ed. I used to beat my 
record every time I ran 
hurdles, trying to beat my 
personal best.” 

Mooney added that a big 
reason for not only her 
own personal success, but 
her love and passion for 
the sport, is due to the 
coaches she had, starting 
with Mr. Kelley. 

“The coaches we had 
were excellent mentors. 
They were so encourag- 
ing. It was Mr. Kelley and 
Mr. (Leonard) Chin at the 
time. It didn't matter if 
you were the winner or 
not the winner, Mr. Kelley 
would encourage you just 
as much and would spend 
just as much time with 
you,” she said. “They 
were great mentors and 
would seek out kids to try 
the sport. Many kids sur- 
prisingly found their spot 
and stuck with it. I 
observed the coaches 
encouraging and giving 
pointers to all the kids, 
spending equal time with 
each competitor. I have 
mimicked that ever since. 
Encouraging and _ lifting 
up people in encouraging 
ways.”

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At the All-State Meet, relay team breaks school record 


By JAMIE POTE 
Sports Editor 
jamiepote@hotmail.com 
WESTFIELD - Having 
won the program's first 
state championship just 
three days earlier, a hand- 
ful of members of the 
Wilmington High School 
Girls Track-and-Field 
barely had any time to go 
on any kind of victory 
tour with the new piece of 
hardware since next up 
was the two-day Meet of 
Champions, held this past 
Thursday and Saturday at 

Westfield State College. 

Tired and fatigued, three 
individuals, Celia Kulis, 
Sarah LaVita and Mollie 
Osgood, as well as a relay 
team, all fared very, well 
while representing the 
Wildcats. 

Kulis participated in the 
State Pentathlon and fin- 
ished seventh out of ten 
competitors with 2,728 
total points. In the five 
events, she was second in 
the 100-meter hurdles 
(15.12), tied for third in 
the high jump (4-11.50), 
seventh in the shot put 
(26-11) and was tenth in 
both the long jump (15- 
05.50) and 800-meter run 
(2:58.88). 

She also came back to 
compete in the 100-meter 
hurdles individual event 
and finished seventh at a 
time of 15.12 

“Celia ran 15.02 in the 
trials to make it to the 
finals - our goal for her in 
the meet,” said head 
coach Joe _ Patrone. 


“Although she did not 


have her best race in the 
finals, she did run 15.12 to 
place seventh and earn a 
medal. Like Sarah 
(LaVita), Celia was a cru- 
cial member of our track 
team, helping us_ be 
league and Division 4 
Championship. We could 
always count on her scor- 
ing points in the hurdles, 
high jump, and long jump. 
She ended up being a 
League All-Star in the 
hurdles and was named 
co-MVP of the track team 
along with Sarah.” 

LaVita competed in two 
events, finishing 11th in 
the javelin throwing 111-04 
and 15th in the discus 
throwing 101-07. 

“Sarah threw a personal 
best of 111-04 in the javelin 
to place 11th, unfortunate- 
ly it was not far enough to 
make the finals,” said 
Patrone. “Sarah has done 
so much this season for 
the team. She was crucial 
in our winning the league 
title and the Division 4 
title as we could always 
count on her to score in 
any of the three throwing 
events. She ended up 
being All-Conference in 
the discus as well as a 
conference All-Star in the 
javelin.and shot put. She 
was voted by _ the 
Middlesex League coach- 
es as the Freedom 
Division Field Event 
MVP.” 

The other field event 
competitor was _ sopho- 
more Mollie Osgood. 
Fresh off of her D4 state 
championship title in the 


high jump, she again 
cleared the same 5-2 
height, which was good 
for 11th place in the entire 
state. 

“Our goal for the meet 
was to make the opening 
height of 5-0 because she 
had never come in that 
high before. We took this 
meet as an ‘extra’ meet 
and to get the experience 
for her for the future. She 
made 5-0 on her first 
attempt and then 5-2 on 
her third attempt. It has 
been an extremely suc- 
cessful season for her as 
she cleared at least 5-0 in 
every meet and jumped 5- 
2 on six separate occa- 
sions. She ended up being 
a Middlesex League All- 
Star and capped the sea- 
son off last week with the 
Division 4 State 
Championship.” 

Finally, the 4x100 relay 
team of Madi Mulas, Ali 
Doherty, Molly 
MacDonald and Kaitlyn 
Doherty finished 12th at 
50.85. re-breaking the 
school record, which 
before them was set back 
in 2010. 

“The 4x100 relay team 
capped off an excellent 
season. The four girls ran 
together all season and 
had a great chemistry,” 
said Patrone. “They 
always had great hand- 
offs in a race that can 
sometimes see a dropped 
baton or some other 
catastrophe. Their season 
included being undefeated 
in the dual’ meets, a third 
place finish at the league 


meet, a second place fin- 
ish at the State Relays, 
and a fourth place finish 
at the Division 4 State 
Meet. For their accom- 
plishments during the 
regular season they were 
named the Freedom 
Division All-Stars.” 


KULIS WINS AGAIN 
On Tuesday, the MSTCA 
North Heptathlon 
Championship was held at 
Weston High School. 
Kulis came away as the 


individual champion, 
scoring a total of 3,692 
points to win over Alex 
Bold of Needham, who 
scored 3,415 points. 
Celia's point total broke 
the school record of 2906 
set by Rachel Alatalo 
back in 2013. 

Overall, Kulis had the 
best time in the hurdles 
(15.33), in the 200 meters 
(26.98) and tied for the 
best high jump with 4 
11.40. 

Also competing for the 


Wildcats included: Angie 
Zaykovskaya (31st place, 
2376 points); Kayla Flynn 
(32nd place, 2,290 points); 
Alexis Melvin (38th place, 
2,137 points; Shea Cushing 
(40th place, 2,069 points 
and Sarah LaVita (4ist 
place, 2,052 points). 

The team of Celia Kulis, 
Kayla Flynn, and Sarah 
LaVota placed third.

Long ride, a first round tournament 
loss, just the pits for the Wildcats 


By JAMIE POTE 
Sports Editor 
jamiepote@hotmail.com 
PITTSFIELD - The ride 
to actually get to their 
first round playoff game is 
something the team does- 
n't want to remember. But 
the ride to get into the 
playoffs itself, is some- 
thing they will likely 

always remember. 

On Saturday, the No. 35 
seed Wilmington High 
School Baseball team took 
a bus ride of about 2.5 
hours and just short of 150 
miles one way to take on 
the No. 30 seed Pittsfield 
Generals in a Division 3 
preliminary state tourna- 
ment game. 

Pittsfield scored three 
runs in the bottom of the 
first and cruised the rest 
of the way as pitcher 
Patrick Rindfuss tossed a 
two-hit shut out to lead the 
Generals to a 6-0 victory. 

Pittsfield went on to 
upset one of its biggest 
rivals, the No. 3 seed 
Taconic (18-2), 8-5, and 
will now play in the Round 
of 16 against a potent 
offensive team of 
Arlington Catholic. 
Wilmington ended the sea- 
son at 10-11, which comes 
after going 2-10 last year, 
while starting the season 
out 2-4. 

“We had good at-bats 
starting from the first 
inning but we seemed to 
hit the ball to their guys, 
which has kind of been 
our issue. throughout the 
season,” said assistant 
coach Connor Zaya. “I 
don't think we had a hit- 
ting problem, but we just 
hit the ball right at their 
guys. We also gave up 
three runs in the bottom 
of the first didn't really 
help. 

“The bus ride didn't 
help. It was definitely a 
long bus ride. We got there 
two hours early, got 
warmed up, but I think 
(Pittsfield) having the 
home game and they took 
batting practice until 3 
pm, so they were definite- 
ly ready to go.” 

Pittsfield scored three 
runs in the first and then 
added two more in the 
fifth and one more in the 
sixth.

Dynan almost fell short 
of going the distance. 

“He reached his pitch 
limit in the last at-bat (of 
the sixth inning),” said 
Zaya. “Before that, I went 
out to the mound and at 
that time he had 108 pitch- 
es and I told him that this 
was his last hitter. He 
went down 3-0 (in the 
count) and ended up bat- 
tling back and stuck the 
guy out which was good to 
see. It was a good ending 
to his career. 

“I thought we hit their 
pitcher harder (than they 
hit Joey), but once we 
went down 3-0, it was an 
uphill battle for sure. They 
got really loud once they 
were up, but we battled 
like we have all season. 
Their pitcher had good 
rhythm. He wasn't over- 
powering but he mixed his 
pitches up well. He moved 
quick. He pitched from 
the stretch the whole 
game. They were very 
good fundamentally and 
we hit into outs.” 

Wilmington had two hits 
in the game, singles by 
Jacob Roque and Jack 
Toomey. 

While the bats went 
silent in this loss, overall 
the season was a success, 
especially with everything 
the team had to overcome. 

“Overall the theme of the 
season was adversity. We 
definitely dealt with 
adversity the whole sea- 
son. That's life. My goal 
was to step up and try to 
help the kids as much as I 
could. I didn't want this to 
be a lost season. I know 
when something like that 
happens, it becomes a dis- 
traction and it's tough 
especially for high school 
aged kids to react posi- 
tively towards it and I 
thought they did as best 
as they could have. 

“Making the state tour- 
nament after winning two 
games last year season I 
think says a lot about the 
character of the team. It's 
trickled down so I think 
the senior leadership was 
huge. Joey Dynan is such 
a huge leader on and off 
the field. That showed all 
season and he stepped up 
whenever we needed him 
too. We also had guys like 
Matt Vinal, Jack Toomey, 
(Brian) Curdo, Liam 
Dwyer and Nate Packer. 
They were all good lead- 
ers. We had a lot of fun 
this season which was 
good. There were definite- 


ly times when we had to 
reel it in, but if you ask 
the guys, they had a good 
time this season. 
Unfortunately there were 
some games that we could 
and should have picked up 
and those would have 
helped us host a game 
rather than to drive to 
Pittsfield.” 

After starting the season 
out with the 2-4 record, 
Wilmington won four of 
the next five, before losing 
three of the following four 
games.

“Overall having 
Coach (Chris) Grecco and 
Coach (Jim) Boyle there 
with me was a huge help 
as well. I definitely could 
not have done it by 
myself. The few games 
that I had to do by myself 
were definitely a struggle. 
I give all of the praise to 
the players. They could 
have easily just said 'our 
season is over' but they 
battled all year and that 
was great to see. I am def- 
initely proud of them for 
sure.” 

Zaya was asked about 
his future plans, and 
whether or not he would 
apply for the head coach 
position, if the spot was 
officially posted.

BILLERICA - All season 
long, the Shawsheen Tech 
Baseball team has used a 
combination of solid 
pitching and defense to go 
along with a_ potent 
offense to lead them to 
numerous victories.

The win improved the 
Rams record on the sea- 
son to 20-3 overall, and 
more importantly, 
advanced them to the sec- 
ond round of the tourna- 
ment, where they took on 
Case in the round of 16 on 
Wednesday afternoon at 
Shawsheen with results 
not known as_ of 
presstime. 

It wasn’t exactly a clas- 
sic offensive performance 
by the Rams _ against 
Easthampton, as_ their 
bats were pretty much 
held in check over the sec- 
ond half of the game, but 
they got all the offense 
they needed early on by 
jumping out to a 5-1 lead 
after three innings and 
then held on from there to 
pick up the win. 

For Shawsheen coach

sometime this summer as to the agency’s 
preferred alternative for the undertaking. 

Other project proposals include the in- 
stallation of a new overhead traffic signal 
with the capability to process traffic in real- 
time. New left-hand turning lanes would 
also be added to both sides of. Route 
28/Main Street to prevent motorists heading 
either towards Stoneham Center or Route 93 
south from being blocked by those waiting 
to turn towards Melrose/Malden or North 
Border Road and I-93 north. 

A more involved project, labeled a “high- 
impact” signal, would redesign all four ap- 
proaches to the intersection through a road 
widening in order to add new exclusive left- 
hand turning lanes and a combination right- 
hand turn/through traffic lane. A high-tech 
traffic signal, which includes a turning-only 
sequence is also proposed. 


A lot of change, 

Quite a bit has changed in the decades 
since MassDOT representatives first began 
exploring enhancements to the commuter 
thoroughfare back in 1997. 

Long a haunt of families visiting the 
nearby Stone Zoo complex, recreating by 
Spot Pond, or looking for some refreshment 
after taking a dip at the Hall Memorial Pool 
property across the street, the Friendly’s 
Restaurant that was long a fixture by the 
corner of Route 28 and North Border Road 
now stands vacant. A short ways down 
North Border Road’s solitary ramp onto 
Route 93 north, acres of undeveloped 
forested land were years ago converted into 
The Mave apartment complex and an adja- 
cent storage facility. Meanwhile, while 
decades ago commuters heading towards 
the Melrose and Malden lines could have 
very likely been on their way to the nearby 
Boston Regional Medical Center (BRMC) 
campus on Woodland Road, the hospital 
shuttered its doors just two years after 
MassDOT began its initial study examining 
enhancements to the Route 28 and North 
Border Road/South Street crossroads. 

But as Frazier and MassDOT Transit Co- 
ordinator Andrew Wilkins pointed out dur- 
ing this spring’s virtual public hearing, 
while the landscape around the intersection 
has undergone drastic changes, too much 
has stayed exactly the same. 

As the MassDOT officials explained, not 
only is the four-way intersection processing 
quite a bit of commuter traffic, it has long 
stood out as one of the transportation 
agency’s “top-1000 accident locations”. 

Because Route 28’s northbound ap- 
proach to the intersection from Route 93 
heads through the sparsely populated wood- 
lands that surround the nearby Fells Reser- 
vation, transportation experts also worry 
that motorists are traveling too fast into the 
crossroads. 

The intersection, where speeding cars 
are much more likely to encounter other 
commuters waiting in long turning queues, 
also delineates the transition from wood- 
lands to Main Street’s much more densely 
populated: residential neighborhoods and 
business districts. 


Supporting that theory, a recent Mass- 
DOT accident analysis concluded that just 


about 30 percent of all area accidents in- © 


volve rear-end collisions, which suggests 
precipitating factors such as speeding, poor 
visibility, or sudden breaking of turning 
cars. 

Engineers involved in the project also re- 
ported that slightly more than half of all ac- 


‘cidents in the intersection are “angled” 


collisions, which suggests motorists are ei- 
ther swerving around other cars waiting 
turn or involve commuters turning left 
across oncoming traffic. 

“From the latest reports we have on 
record between 2016 and 2018, we’ve had 16 
non-injury crashes, eight non-serious single- 
vehicle crashes. There were no fatal 


crashes, but we do want to be cognizant of 
the high [accident] rate there,” Wilkins told 
local residents at the MassDOT Sra

Future growth hotspot 
_ MassDOT’s renewed focus on the inter- 
section enhancements comes more than 
two years after Stoneham officials began 
lobbying the state anew for a redesign of 
southbound gateway into the community. 

After being hired as Stoneham’s CEO in 
Feb. of 2019, Sheehan was asked to identify 
solutions to rush-hour queuing issues by the 
intersection that had been greatly exacer- 
bated by an unrelated MWRA pipeline 

project. 

After learning that MassDOT had as re- 
cently as 2016 identified Route 28/and North 
Border Road as a candidate for a state-fi- 
nanced overhaul, Sheehan approached offi- 
cials at the state agency and convinced 
them to conduct a road safety audit. 

By the winter of 2020, the results of that 
study had placed the project back onto the 
state agency’s radar. 

“They’ve pegged the [cost of correcting 
traffic and design flaws] at $1.6 million. 
That doesn’t mean we have dedicated fund- 
ing. But it does mean the project is being 


‘referred to a consultant for a design phase,” 


boasted the town administrator during a 
2020 Select Board meeting.

Though both MassDOT and town offi- 
cials have made clear that a roundabout fix 
for the intersection is just one of three pro- 
posals being explored for the area, the traf- 
fic-calming option is nearly identical to 
similar concepts floated by private develop- 
ers over the past 17 years. 

Initially hoping to widen various network 
roads around the old BRMC site in the early 
2000’s, Burlington’s the Gutierrez Company 
in 2007 footed the bill for a “vision” study 
that proposed the use of various traffic- 
calming measures in and around the 
nearby Fells Reservation Parkways. 

In that final version of that study, re- 
leased as the Burlington developer looked 
to construct housing on a large portion of 
the hospital site, the private consulting firm 
suggested the use of a roundabout to more 
safely process commuter traffic by Main

Several years later, Wilmington’s Rich- 
mond Company upon purchasing the for- 
mer A.W. Chesterton site by North Border 
Road that is now home to The Mave Apart- 
ments, proposed the installation of a similar 
roundabout as part of a doomed proposal to 
construct a Home Depot store in the area.

her. There is a near encounter at the grocery store. Even 
the movies (Julia ducks in to see "Charade") aren't an es- 
cape. At the same time, a serial killer nicknamed the Spider 
is slicing women's throats in the city. 

That basic framework could work for many lurid 
thrillers before "Watcher," and, no doubt, if certain male 
filmmakers were behind the camera, there would be linger- 
ing shots of lovemaking that would position the viewer in 
some relation to the stalker. But Okuno, in her riveting and 
accomplished directorial debut, has a more sly sense of per- 
spective. Our viewpoint remains bound to Julia, who, too, 
could be the watcher of the title. Her fear is received sensi- 
tively but increasingly condescendingly by her husband. Is 


she being watched, he says, or is the man just "staring at 
the woman who's staring at him"? 

That notion, that it's Julia who has attracted a creep's 
attention — as if it's her fault — is at the heart of "Watcher." 
Okuno's taut feature artfully reconstructs a Hitchcockian 
thriller around, yes, a blonde heroine in Monroe, but one 
with her own gaze and distinct anxieties. 

That doesn't mean "Watcher" doesn't lean on some well- 
worn stereotypes. The stalker (played by Burn Gorman) 
could easily slide into countless other movies. But 
"Watcher" is less about him than it is about the other men 
in the movie, and how they respond to Julia's alarm. One 
dismisses the stalker's interest as "probably just a little 
crush." Under pressure to shrug it all off, Julia's own cer- 
tainty wavers.

Alton Weagle Day welcomes first ascents on famous auto road 


PINKHAM NOTCH, N.H. The Mt. Washington Auto 
Road kicked off its 161st summer season of operation on 
Saturday, May 28th with the 11th anniversary of Alton Wea- 
gle Day, a tribute to unique ascents up the historic and 
iconic road. 

Alton Weagle distinguished himself during the 1950s with 
his ascents to the summit via the Mount Washington Auto 
Road on foot, barefoot, blindfolded, walking backwards, and 
pushing a wheelbarrow with a 100 pound sack of sugar in 
it, reportedly without putting it down. 

There have been many unique ascents of the Auto Road. 
to Mount Washington’s 6,288-foot summit by adventure 
seekers and creatives. Since Alton Weagle Day became an 
annual event, there have been well over 100 “firsts”, and a 
growing community of “Weaglers” who participate each 
year. 

Despite almost 30 people signing up to join, there were 
16 people who participated. Many who did not attend were 
deterred by the rain forecast and possibility of thunder- 
storms at the summit. But the mountain welcomed the 
Weaglers and who were greeted with pleasant weather and 
astonishing mountain views. 

Erik Kondo returned with brother and friend to com- 
plete a challenging towed wheelchair ascent. Dylan Pearse-

and made an incredible ascent and descent on the Auto 
Road two times.

Hans Bauer, who also works at the Auto Road giving 
guided tours, led the participants in the opening ceremonies 
of the event which included noisemakers of all kinds. He 
was able to complete the “Pizza Delivery on Stilts” that he 
had started in 2021.

water management permit 
requested at 910 Salem St. 
involved replacing two as- 
phalt tanks with one 33,000- 
gallon tank. Attorney Pe- 
terson described how the 
new tank would be built in 
a new area with less im- 
pervious space and meet 
all of the town’s require- 
ments. He and other repre- 
sentatives for the project 
assuaged residents con- 
cerned about the smell 
and the look of the tank. 

Draft decisions would be 
brought for the next meet- 
ing. 

While there were two 
Board of Appeals items pro- 
posed for the board to indi- 
cate their opinion, Gingrich 
only provided an update on 
100 West St. She shared that
